He 
apparently led a model life in Tewksbury. Petitions are now 
being circulated to Governor Dever, to refuse rendition, 

Kitchens was arrested on a Federal charge, over which 
Governor Deyer has no authority, as we understand it. We 
sympathize with Kitchens, but we believe that Dever can do 
nothing. 

The Chief of Police, in Tewksbury has been ‘praised, and 
damned, for his act. He acted on information which the FBI} 
put out, which said nothing about the nature of the crime, other 
than that Kitchens had fled. the State of Georgia, to avoid 
confinement for the crime of burglary. | 

We think Chief Sullivan is a very fine officer, endued with| 
much common sense.

“+ . In the October 22nd issue of the Wilmington Crisader | 
there appeared an Editorial headed “Politician’s Promise.” May! 
I inquire was this space paid for by the Republican State Com- 
mittee or perhaps the Town Committee of which you are a 
member? In a small town like Wilmidgton where two parties 
are evenly divided, a small town newspaper should try to be 
fair. In all of the material you have published concerning the 
Tannery Case, your articles have been small and well hidden | 
with the exception of this Editorial 

In your editorial you state that the Town of Wilmington 
have amassed a dossier of material which they intend to use if 
and when they.ewer get the case to court. The Town of Wil- 
mington had over eighteen months to get this evidence before 
the court, but they failed to do so. This meeting you speak of, 
in which Wilmigton officials were not invited, was not a public 
meeting. 

For your information sir, a group of citizens presented 
themselves before the highest law officer of the Common- 
wealth in the hope of securing redress of their greviences. This 
they had not been’ able to do before any officials of this town. 
Again, this was “not a hearing, the Attorney General himself

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“|did not know that these citizens were going to appear. 


Since this impromptu meeting with the Attorney General's 
representatives, action has been started by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s office. The State Board of Public Health acting in colla- 
boration with the Attorney General's office have made several 
inspections of homes and areas near and around the Tannery, 
also sections of the filter system of the Tannery. 

You further state that Town officials have not been in- 
vited to present their evidence. Has the Town Counsel and 
Board of Selectmen departed from their previous stand with 
reference to release of certain news relating to Town affairs. 
Have you seen this evigence you speak of? You yourself have 
in the past bitterly complained about the clam-like attitude of 
Town officials in allowing you to sit in at their meetings, Has 
the Town changed their tune now, so that they can get what 
they want in your Baitorial column? 

You speak of political promises sir, perhaps becaitse of the 
nearness of election the Town fathers decided it was about 
time they did something besides appear at the Town Hall once 
agveek.

hHealth. The chairman of the Board of Health was a retired 
professor,-who had taught public health for many years, and 
then served for years as’advisor on public health, for the city 
of Chicago, and the city of Detroit, 5 

This man isa recognized authority. The. Town of Wil- 
| mington had his services, free, until such a time as his doctor 

told him he had to. stop working—or else. 

The Board of Health, about 18. months ago, amassed the 
evidence on (a), for which the state cars are now so ostensibly 
parked on Middlesex Avenue. 

The Board. of Health issued a “cease and desist” order (b), 
which, our memory tells.us, was answerable on June 30, 1952. 

On June 30, 1952, the chairman of the Board of Health had 
resigned, on doctor's orders. A new board had to be appointed. 
and as soon as qualified persons who were willing to serve were 
found, the new board was appointed. 

This new Board of Health advised the Board of Selectmen, 
and the Town Manager, that in their opinion the “cease and 
desist” order was not being complied with, and that it was now 
time to bring the matter to court, 

The Town Manager made an appointment with the State 
Department of Health, and the Attorney General's office, for 
the purpose of getting’ the matter to court. He went in to keep 
that appointment, and nobody ‘from the Attorney General's 
office showgd up. 

The Town Manager made a second appointment, and again 
there was no appearance from the Attorney General’s office. 

‘The only thing the Town Manager has to show, for his 
efforts to get the Attorney General to prosecute, in this case, 
is four used railroad tickets. 

The Town Manager has written the Attorney General’s 
office, telling them that the town has already completed (a), 
and (b), and that the town has other revelant items, The 
Attorney General’s office has never replied to these letters. 

The Town Manager has had“full cooperation with the State 
Board of Health, and no cooperation at all from the Attorney 
General.

FIVE STEPS TO HELP KEBP 
DOWN BOVINE MASTITIS 


Five «simple steps by which| 
farmers can materially reduce the 
Josses caused by mastitis in their 
dairy herds were suggested this 
week the American Veterin- 
ary, M Association, 

"These steps, involving good man- 
agement practices, wete listed by 
the AVMA as follows. 

“First, every precaution should 
be taken to prevent injuries to 
the cow's udder. This calls for 
careful handling of milking ma- 
chines and equipment, the avoid- 
ance of jump-gates and high door 
sills and the removal of. sharp 
objects in the pastute or barn- 
yard that might cause injury when 
the cow lies down. Providing ade-|
